School board OK’s 
$18.3 million budget

WILMINGTON - Superintendent 
Geraldine O’Donnell’s recom- 
mended fiscal 2000 budget of 
$18,382,200 passed, but not with- 
out raising questions by school 
board members on expected state 
aid. 

* School committee members on 
Feb. 24 voted 5-1 to approve 
‘O’Donnell’s recommended bud- 
get. Town Manager, Michael 
Caira, sppcored $18,300,000 for 
‘Schools in the FY2000 budget. 
‘Giving a sizable boost to Caira’s 
approved amount, Gov. Paul Cel- 
fucci then put forward a recom- 
mendation to give state aid for all 
schools in Massachusetts; Wilm- 
ington is slotted to receive 
$82,200. 

Wilmington’s Director of Busi- 
ness and Finance, Bradford Jack- 
Son, told board members that the 
additional state aid still has to 


pass the Legislature and probably , 


wouldn’t until July. And this time 
line sparked debate for commit- 


Saku ay eos or the

marching on,” said Jackson. 

He noted that if Wilmington 
doesn’t receive the extra $82,200, 
there are other options they can 
turn to later with more data. 

After board members voted on 
the $18.3 million bottom line bud- 
get, which is 6.5 percent higher 
than the current budget, they 
voted line by line on each sepa- 
rate item. 

The hiring of new school staff 
members was a prominent sec- 
tion of O’Donnell’s recommenda- 
tion. 

Referred to as the “most impor- 
tant requirement we [the board] 
have in the budget” before them 
by member Bridget Zukas, com- 
mittee members voted 42 to 

a new assistant principal 
as the North Intermediate school 
for $57,980. 

The committee voted 5-1 for ap- 
proval of O’Donnell’s recommen- 
dation for new teachers at the 
high school in science, English or

world languages and math for 
$93,777. 

Several board members ex- 
pressed that they agreed with 
O’Donnell’s recommendation for 
a guidance counselor at the North 
Intermediate. 

“We have on counselor [at the 
West Intermediate] and not the 
other. I want a counselor at the 
North Intermediate,” said chair- 
woman Suzanne Rooney. 
With a 5-1 vote, the board ap- 
proved a guidance counselor at 
the North Intermediate for 
$31,259. 
Approval was also passed with a 
5-1 vote to create a Wilmington 
High School evening alternative 
program for $25,000. According 
to Jackson, the program was de- 
signed for disruptive students. 
The board’s next step is to pre- 
sent the budget to the Finance 
Committee on March 9; it still 
must be approved by Town Meet- 
ing on April 24.

As a general rule, you can deduct the 
interest you pay on a mortgage of up to $1 
million for the acquisition of your home. 
On a home equity loan, though, there's a 
$100,000 limit on the loans against which 
you can deduct interest. Except. . . 

‘You can increase your deductible home 
equity borrowing if you spend the money 
‘on something that would generally—with 
any other loan—be paid with deductible 
interest: two prime examples are for busi- 
‘ness or investment. For instance, if you 
use the money from your home equity 
loan for a business of your own, that inter- 
est would be deductible. Likewise, invest- 
ment interest is deductible up to the extent 
of investment income. If you invest the 
proceeds of the loan in stock, bonds or 
even someone else's new business, the 
interest may be deductible.

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Massachusetts 
students lobby 
for their rights 


The public generally associates those “big gun” veteran politi- 
cians with the writing, filing, and lobbying of legislation. After all, 
legislation affects all of us here in the Commonwealth and what is 
passed as legislation becomes law that we'll have to deal with for 
years. Students across Massachusetts are taking matters into their 
own hands. 

The Massachusetts General Court, comprised of the House of 
Representatives and the Senate, is unique to any other assembly in 
the United States, Legislation is not merely left to the legislators; 
citizens throughout the Commonwealth may write, file, and lobby for 
legislation. The House works on a two year cycle; file one year and 
lobby the next. Students of the Massachusetts State Student Advi- 
sory Council to the Board of Education (SSAC) are taking advantage 
of this filing year to file two new pieces of legislation and to lobby for 
a bill that was promoted and filed in 1997. 

Academic punishment has remained great concern for students 
and educators alike most récently. It refers to the “policy of 
withholding course credit or reducing a student's course gradesolely 
based on the student's absence from school or from class.” In 1997, 
the SSAC filed legislation to provide for a system to appeal such 
punishments. On January 6, 1999 this piece of legislation was re-filed 
by the Co-Chair to the Committee on Education, Arts, and Humani- 
ties, Representative Harold M. Lane, Jr. The text of the petition (H. 
2677) states “The authority of the school committee and its agents 
and employees to regulate the conduct of students and to set 
educational standards and issue grades for courses taken by stu- 
dents shall include the authority to impose academic punishment as 
long as their is an appeal provision. The school committee of each 
municipality shall set forth the terms of the appeal provision.” A 
public hearing to discuss this bill will be held Thursday, March 4 at 
1 p.m. in Room B-1 of the State House. 

Since its founding in 1971, students in the SSAC have been 
instrumental in fighting for students’ rights: supporting, filing, 

“publicizing, and lobbying for legislation. The most recent success 
was the passage of an amendment to Chapter 622, the 
anti-discrimination law that now protects students based on race, 
Sex, color, national origin, and sexual orientation. This year, the 
ISSAC decided to concentrate on two pieces of legislation. The first, 

‘if adopted, will have an enormous impact on school committees 
within the Commonwealth. This petition filed by the SSAC and 

«sponsored by Representative Alice K. Wolf and Representative 
Cheryl A Jacques (H. 3451) would provide that student representa- 

‘tives on school committees be included as voting members. Unless 

ilthere is a unanimous decision by a school committee not to accept 
these students as voting members, state law would require there to 

‘be at least one voting member on each school board or school

there is no credible evidence on 
adverse effects of fluorine. 

“There’s no evidence of cancer 
linked to the addition of fluoride to 
the water. There have been case 
studies at the level of community 
exposure [to fluoride]. It’s not 
significant,” Monopoli said, al- 
though he admits that it is still a 
controversial subject. 

Still, the US Department of 
Health and Human Services Sub- 
committee in 1991 noted that there 
“was a rise in such cancers for 
young males in fluoridated areas 
during the first five years of fluo- 
ridation.” Three papers published 
in the Journal of the American 
medical Association (Jacobson et 
al. 1990; Cooper et al. 1991; and 
Danielson et al. 1992) showed sta- 
tistically significant relationships 
between water fluoridation and in- 
creased hip fractures. These were 
major studies conducted on large 
populations. 

Tracy Peterson, a Wilmington 
resident, questioned the combina- 
tion of taking fluoride tablets and 
ingesting fluorinated water. “I 
have two children and both take 
fluoride tablets. How am I able to 
determine [how much] fluoride to 
give? What are the safe levels?”

effect it would have on the fluoride 
content of the drinking water. 
“Would I still need to give tablets 
to them?” 

“You would need a reverse osmo- 
sis [system] to be effective in 
removing fluorine,” Monopili said. 
Charcoal removes some, but not 
all of it. [You would] generally 
get the same amount of fluoride 
from the tap water as you would 
from the tablets. No, you would 
not need to use tablets [if the 
water were fluoridated].” 

“We monitor the fluoride equip- 
ment closely,” said Monopoli. The 
participating towns take samples 
daily to ensure they are within the 
guidelines. The towns are also 
required to send monthly reports 
to the state of their daily monitor- 
ing results. Each quarter the 
state sends a control solution sam- 
ple to the towns participating in 
the program. This sample has a 
specifically calculated amount of 
sodium fluoride in it that is used 
to calibrate the instruments. In 
addition, the state sends an engi- 
neer to spot check the drinking 
water in the towns. The engineer 
will bring a sample of the town’s 
water back to the state laboratory 
for testing.

“I want this company to relocate 
to Wilmington, just not there,” 
Rooney said, referring to the One 
Burlington Ave. warehouse for- 
merly occupied by ‘Sweetheart 
Plastics, and owned by GFI/Big 
Joe, in which California Products 
intends to relocate their manufac- 
turing operations and corporate 
headquarters from 169 Waverley 
St., Cambridge. 

Rooney recommended the com- 
pany relocate to an area by Indus- 
trial Way. 

California Products CEO Joe 
Junkin said a search has been 
conducted to find another loca- 
tion, but the proposed location 
best fits the company’s needs. 

In a comment submitted to the 
Planning Board, Chief Stewart 
said the plans submitted indicate 
extensive use of flammable liquids 
and other hazardous materials. 

It went on to say “the design is 
not consistent with my under- 
standing of the company's most 
recent intended use for the prop- 
erty.”

“{California Products] gets acco- 
lades from the people in Cam- 
bridge, because the people in 
Cambridge are ignorant,” Miceli 
said. 


Traffic concerns 

Abutters to California Products 
proposed site were concerned the 
company would create traffic 
problems in the downtown area, 
and would pose a health hazard 
nearby residents. 

Robert Woodland, of Rizzo Asso- 
ciates of Natick, presented a traf- 
fic assessment on behalf of Cali- 
fornia Products, which indicated 
that the company would have a 
minimal impact on area traffic. 

California Products would gener- 
ate only a quarter of the vehicle 
trips allowed by town zoning laws; 
and it would generate 16 truck 
trips, half as many as the 32 truck 
trips Sweetheart Plastics gener- 
ates, Woodland said. 

But Rooney said he did not be- 
lieve Sweetheart Plastics pro- 
duced 32 truck trips per day. 

“With all respect to the traffic 
engineer, I don’t see 32 trucks a 
day come out of that site,” Rooney 
said. 

He said the 16 trucks per day 
California Products proposed to 
bring to the area would add to 
existing traffic problems on Rte. 


38, and would run counter to 
efforts by the town government to 
alleviate downtown traffic woes. 

Miceli added that another flaw 
with Woodland’s traffic assess- 
ment is its failure to consider the 
proposed expansion of the MBTA 
rail station. Plans for the project 
estimate the MBTA lot will have 
225 parking spaces, but Woodland 
said he was unable to get an idea 
of the project scope. 

“I don’t know how the site will be 
developed, or how it will factor 
into area traffic,” Woodland said. 


Health concerns 

Before the hearing was opened 
to the public, chair Jim Diorio re- 
minded the crowd that the Plan- 
ning Board only had jurisdiction 
over the site plan, not over what 
California Products kept in their 
building, which will be a Board of 
Appeals matter. 

But in a concession to the over- 
riding sentiment of the crowd, 
Diorio allowed “a couple” of ques- 
tions about the materials and 
products the company would store 
on site. 

Miceli said the Planning Board 
should look at the products that 
would be stored on the site, adding 
that while he served on the Plan- 
ning Board, he considered the 
public health and the safety of the 
community. 

Most public comments focused 
on the health hazards California 
Products would bring to abutters, 
both in the air and in the water. 

Fred Rodenhiser, 19 Canal St., 
provided a list of chemicals from 
California Products material safe- 
ty data sheet (MSDS), which were 
hazardous if inhaled or swallowed. 

Attorney Robert Peterson, legal 
counsel to California Products, 
said the incendiary points raised 
by Rodenhiser don't fly, because 
they were not completely accurate 
or put in their proper context. 

“If you read excerpts from a 
material safety data sheet, but 
don't provide people with all of 
the facts, it is’ similar to yelling 
fire in a crowded theater,” Peter- 
son said. 

Rodenhiser said California Prod- 
ucts released 500 pounds of these 
chemicals in their emissions each 
year, which could pose a_ health 
hazard to abutters. 

Peterson said the company pro- 
duces two types of emissions, nei- 
ther of which pose a danger to 
nearby residents. 

Particulates, or the dust that is 
emitted by the raw materials used 
by the company, are completely 
contained within the building. 
Particulates are contained by a 99 
percent efficient vacuum filter, 
which recycles the dust into the 
company’s final products, Peter- 
son said. 

Volatile Organic Compounds 
(VOC's) are emitted through the 
company’s stacks, and are what 
concern nearby residents. 

At their Cambridge facility, the 


amount of VOC’s emitted every 
day is equal to the amount of 
VOC’s emitted from painting an 
average house with oil-based paint 
Peterson said. 

He added- that emissions of 
VOC’s in Wilmington would be 
substantially lower than in Cam- 
bridge, because Wilmington would 
be a new facility with better filter- 
ing technology. 

“It’s no accident they have been 
in their current location for 60 
years with no adverse environ- 
mental affects,” Peterson said. 

California Products chief execu- 
tive officer Joe Junkin said Cali- 
fornia Product’s current facility in 
Cambridge is located 50 feet from 
many residential buildings, all of 
which are taller than the factory. 

These residents have not com- 
plained about noxious fumes or 
odd odors emitted by California 
Products. 

Miceli said the reason abutters 
to the companies Cambridge loca- 
tion haven't complained is 
because they don’t know any bet- 
ter. 

The possibility was also raised 
that California Products would 
have to submit a new stormwater 
drainage policy. 

Under Department of Environ- 
mental Protection guidelines, 
stormwater management policies 
must be reevaluated after a site is 
redeveloped. But because Califor- 
nia Products site plan makes no 
exterior changes to the building, 
or the adjacent lands, the existing 
stormwater drainage system may 
remain the best stormwater man- 
agement policy for the site. 

Rodenhiser said California Prod- 
ucts would contaminate stormwa- 
ter, if unchecked runoff carried 
contaminants into nearby Lubbers 
Brook, and then into the towns 
water supply. 

Consulting engineer Eugene Sul- 
livan disputed this claim and said 
the site was designed to handle 
runoff from building three's roof, 
and said the company would prove 
to the Board of Appeals they will 
handle chemicals properly so they 
won't affect the surrounding envi- 
ronment. 

At times, the public hearing de- 
generated into a shouting match 
between Rodenhiser, who refused 
to take a seat or cease asking 
questions, and a visibly upset Sul- 
livan. 

Rodenhiser continually inter- 
rupted, as Sullivan attempted to 
explain that the company would 
store no substances classified as 
flammables, and would comply 
with state and federal regulations. 

“The building is not designed for 
what you're doing.” Rodenhiser 
said. “I don’t care about the state 
and federal regulations.” 

At another point, Miceli made 
unsubstantiated charges against 
Junkin who lives in the affluent 
community of Weston. 

Miceli, who sat on the opposite 
side of the aisle from Junkin

strode across the aisle, pointed at 
Junkin, and said “he would never 
bring this company to Weston!” 

Peterson said it was unnecessary 
to make personal attacks on 
Junkin, which he’ felt made oppo- 
nents of the project appear less 
honest. 

“California Products has been up 
front and honest with the town 
since they first proposed to move 
here,” Peterson said. “It’s unfortu- 
nate that opponents cannot act 
the same way.” 


Site-plan 

California Products presented a 
site plan for their occupation of 
building number three, owned by 
GFI/Big Joe and formerly occu- 
pied by Sweetheart Plastics, on 
the One Burlington Ave. site. 

Building three is a 190,000 square 
foot, 30 foot high warehouse, with 
an attached 20,000 square foot ad- 
dition. California Products intends 
to convert the addition into their 
corporate offices, and to split the 
warehouse so that half would 
remain warehouse space, while 
the other half would be converted 
into a manufacturing plant. 

The plant would produce water- 
based latex paints, 90 percent of 
their business, as well as athletic 
surface coatings. 

Raw materials would be brought 
to building three by tanker trucks, 
or in sealed containers stacked on 
pallets by other vehicles, through 
one of two access points to the 
property, one from Rte. 62, and 
another through a right of way 
across the railroad tracks from 
Rte. 38. 

These vehicles would enter an 
enclosed garage, capable of con- 
taining a 500 gallon spill, greater 
than the tanker trucks maximum 
payload of 400 gallons of liquids. 

But the parking lot, which now 
has 492 spaces, will be restriped in 
order create 670 spaces, greater 
than the amount required for both 
the remaining Sweetheart Plastics 
operations, and California Prod- 
ucts operations. 

Peterson admitted it was a risk 
to take on a client who produced 
paints and hazardous materials, 
but said he made a thorough ex- 
amination of the company before 
taking them on as clients. 

“] interviewed them, their neigh- 
bors, officials in Cambridge, they 
had nothing but good to say about 
the company,” Peterson said. “As 
of now, nothing those people said 
has changed.” 

Selectman Jim Rooney said he 
thought California Product's exec- 
utives were good people, and 
wanted to see them find a home in 
Wilmington, but would not vote in 
favor of their proposed move to 
Burlington Ave. 

“Y’'d love to see them come to 
Wilmington,” Rooney said. “Just 
not in that location.” 

The public hearing was contin- 
ued to April 6, at the Town Hall 
auditorium, from 8:45 to 10 p.m.

odor and pollutants being emitted 
by the business for some time and 
although the business has taken 
steps to eliminate the problems, 
there are still some open-ended is- 
sues. 

Tracy Peterson, an abutter to the 
business is concerned about the 
odors and possible pollution to the 
surrounding area. “{I live] ap- 
proximately 200 feet away from 
the building. [I have] concerns 
about the water,” she said. She 
said that the DEP issued non- 
compliance orders for the busi- 
ness and that they will be looking 
into air quality monitoring. 

“The wells are tested regularly,” 
Erickson said. He indicated that 
the odors have been lessened 
since the stacks have been raised 
higher. He also said that charcoal 
filters and other devices have 


been installed to eliminate the 
odors. He said that the paint is | 
probably what is creating the odor } 
nuisance.

“The DEP is doing some remedi- 
al testing on the south part of the / 
property,” Peterson said. She alse” 
said that she is concerned for the 
safety of the wetland retention 
area near the business i 
any pollution that may filter into 
it.

Hornets

They weren't in it for long, but 
for the first time in school history, 
the Austin Prep boys’ basketball 
team qualified for state tournament 
play. The Cougars, who lost 60-45 to 
North Reading last Wednesday at 
Tewksbury, last played in the tour- 
ney 31 years ago under the then 
open format with a three-win team. 

For AP head coach Dave Maher, 
this season, his fifth, marked a big 
improvement for the program. 

“They've had five wins every 
year and this year they had 11, so 
it's a big jump for them,” he said 
“This is the first time they ever 
qualified for the state tournament, 
so I'm proud of them in that re- 
spect. They did a good job.” 

Seeded seventh, they got an un- 
kind date for the first round in 
tenth-ranked North Reading, a team 
that had beaten them by an aver- 
age of 22.5 points in two meetings 
during the regular season. The 
Hornets improved their season 
record to 13-8; AP finished the year 
11-8. 

Given the Hornets’ 67-47 win Dec. 
21 over the Cougars and the 57-32 
reprise Feb. 10, with both games 
played at North Reading, Austin 
hung tough. They trailed by 11 at 
the half before losing by 15. Their 
biggest deficit was 20. 

But as happened in the first two 
meetings, North Reading’s supe- 
rior size anddepth proved too much. 

“I think we played as well as we 
needed to play to win the game,” 
said Hornet coach Barry Kipnes. 
“Their starting five matches up with 
our starting five but I think we can 
go deeper. We have more size and 
more players inside. That wears on 
them.” 

Austin was also hard-pressed to 
keep up with the scoring ability of 
Briston Murphy, who led everyone 
with 11 in the first half en route toa 
game-high 18, andB,J. Malone, who 
whistled in 11 from the outside in 
the second half. 

Tom Collona, wholed Austinwith 
16 points, and Wilmington’s Matt 
Coyne battled valiantly inside but 
Hornet big men Joe Bodell and 
Steve Palazzolo, among others, 
eventually wore the Cougars down. 

“They're a lot more experienced 
than we are,” Maher said. “Mr. 
Kipnes has been there a long time 
and they run his system well.” 

The game started slowly, with 
both teams playing feisty defense 
and causing turnovers. Collona 
and Coyne provided tough interior 
defense and rebounding for Austin 
and Tewksbury’s Brian Feener 
added a spark at both ends off the 
bench. 

North Reading slowly pulled 
away and had an 11-point lead in 
the closing minute until Steve 
Acampa drilled a three to cut the 
lead to single digits. However, in 
the last 10 seconds Murphy hit a 
turnaround at the right elbow and 
was fouled, converting the three- 
point play to bump the lead back to 
11 at the break. 

In the second half Austin just 
couldn’t get it going. North Read- 
ing started slowly too but eventu- 
ally put together a 12-4 run to open 
up a 19-point lead. Acampa hit 
another three for Austin to cut the 
lead to 44-29, but North Reading as 
quickly went on a6-Orun to reestab- 
lish control.

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Local communities increasing efforts

The Municipal Recycling 
Incentive Program (MRIP) is 
almost two years old now, and 
numbers recently released show 
that it has helped to increase 
recycling efforts in many differ- 
ent Middlesex East communi- 
ties. 

MRIP is a $2.5 million pro- 
gram that started July 1, 1997, 
that pays participating commu- 
nities for each ton of papers, 
bottles, and cans recycled. It is 
modeled after the Northeast 
Solid Waste Committee’s Recy- 
cling Assistance Program 
(RAP), where municipalities 
which meet certain program 
conditions receive payments for 
each ton of waste that is recy- 
cled. The program requirements 
include the ability of the town to 
provide equal access to solid 
waste, recycling collection and 
collecting a minimum set of 
materials, as well as encourag- 
ing implementation of unit- 
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Among Middlesex East 
towns, Reading, Wakefield, 
Stoneham, Tewksbury, 
Wilmington and Woburn all par- 
ticipate in the MRIP program, 
while Burlington and Winches- 
ter all take part in the RAP pro- 
gram. North Reading and 
Lynnfield participate in neither 
program, but has a strong recy- 
cling effort just the same. 

A quick look at the recent 
tonnage figures for each town 
shows that Reading had the 
greatest increase over last year, 
not just among Middlesex East 
towns but in the entire North- 
east 2 MRIP District, which 
consists of 30 communities. 

In Year 1 of the program, 
Reading reported 669 tons, and 
received $5,352 for it. In Year 2, 
Reading had 943 tons of recycled 
material, and received $7,544, an 
increase of 274 tons and 41 per- 
cent. The increase occurred

“A century ago, during the 
winter of 1898-1899, life was 
quite different from today - yet 
very much the same,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“Winter came early that year 
with a severe unexpected snow- 
storm at the end of November. 
‘The snow descended in sheets 
while the wind blew with hurri- 
cane force making walking 
exceedingly difficult. The wind 
drove the snow into the smallest 
cracks and crevices and as a 
consequence the interiors of 
many houses received much 
snow’ (Star, Dec. 2, 1898) 

“Trees were blown down, win- 
dows were blown in, and chim- 
neys toppled over. No trains 
could run, trolleys were stalled, 
and travel of all kinds came to a 
close. 

“The storm descended on a 
town with a population of about 
7,000 and 1,207 dwelling houses. 
The community was still agrari- 
an enough that horses and cows 
were listed along with people 
among the town’s statistics 
(about 500 horses and 200 cows). 
A report by the Inspector of 
Animals and Provisions tells us 
that swine were also still impor- 
tant livestock. 

“The town was growing. 
During the new year 46 new 
houses would be added and 
about 200 people. Townspeople 
were trying to make the town 
more attractive by developing a 
park system. That winter the 
land was taken from the rail- 
road freight yard to create a 
playground, to be named after 
Forrest Manchester. 


“Because the town was grow- 
ing, new streets were added 
annually. In 1898 Harvard and 
Irving streets, Winchester Place, 
Fenwick Road, and Everett 


and 1899 from the corner of 
Main and Walnut streets (the 
site of the War Memorial) up to 
the Fells...” 

‘Hi-Railing’ it 
from Stoneham 

“Most of the members of the 
Boston Metro Hi-Railers Club 
weren't even born in 1946 when 
the Eastern Middlesex Trolley 
#4387 made its last run through 
Stoneham,” notes the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 

“Back in the early days of 
public transportation, you could 
ride a trolley from Sullivan 
Square through the Sheepfold, 
right up Main Street to 
Stoneham Square. From there, 
you could go down to Franklin 
Street to Melrose or up Main 
Street to Reading or continue on 
to many of the other surround- 
ing towns. Although times have 
changed, the actual Stoneham 
Trolley #4387 is now fully 
restored and resides at the 
Seashore Trolley Museum in 
Kennebunkport, Maine. 
Members of the Boston Metro 
Hi-Railers, a local model train 
club, recently visited the muse- 
um and enjoyed a ride on this 
historic trolley. This past 
September, the Boston Metro Hi- 
Railers Club had just marked its 
first year of existence. Last year, 
Alan Bond, owner of the Hobby 
Connection of Stoneham asked

Why is a strep throat so hard to lose? 


Next time someone in -your household succumbs to the 
umpteenth case of strep throat, wrote Janis Graham in an 
article in the February issue of Redbook, consider the pos- 
sibility that it’s not some evil plague. There could be a per- 


fectly sane explanation. 

Group A streptococcus, the bacterium that causes stre; 
throat, thrives in crowded classrooms, where it aereats 
easily when an infected child coughs or sneezes. The result- 
ing illness, which can such symptoms as mild to 
severe sore throat, headache, fever, and swollen, tender 
lymph nodes, can sweep through a school and then through 
each infected child’s family. 

Once strep becomes epidemic in a classroom, the risk of 
a child bringing it home and infecting a sibling may reach 
50 percent. Up to 20 percent of adults may also catch it. 

Making matters worse, sometimes one person can ri- 
ence a second bout of strep right on the heels of the first. 
That’s because antibiotics don’t always kill all the strep 
bugs in the first round, and the infection resurges. This is 
why it’s crucial to finish all the antibiotics prescribed. Most 
often, a repeated course or another antibiotic will clear 
things up. 

Recurrent strep is different. It comes back every two or 

‘ three weeks for months. There are two probable sources, In 

some cases, it’s a really stubborn infection that has become 
deeply embedded in the tonsils and resurfaces every time 
antibiotics are stop. The other, often overlooked, source is a 


strep carrier in family who keeps reinfecting others. 

“That person may never a ly become sick himself, 
yet he harbors the strep bacteria and is capable of spread- 
ing it,” says Dr. Paula Duncan, associate clinical professor 
at the University of Vermont Medical School in Burlington. 

Children are likely to be carriers. One study found as 
many as 15 P acenie of children in group settings such as 
schools and day care centers carried the bug. 

Treating recurrent strep is difficult. The typical antibiotic 
regimen — 10 days of amoxicillin or penicillin — usually 
won’t wipe out such an infection. More powerful drugs or 
combinations of are needed. 

The whole family should be tested when: 

— One family member has more than three cases of strep 
in a six- to eight-week period, and the symptoms continue 
despite antibiotic therapy. 

— A child's repeated bouts with strep make him a candi- 
date for tonsillectomy. 

— There’s a family history of rheumatic fever (a poten- 
fly life-threatening complication of some strep infec- 
tions). 

— Repeated infections cause excessive anxiety in the 
family. 

Of course, the standard practices for staving off infection 
are still a good idea, reports Redbook: frequent hand- 
washing and lots of clean tissues for runny noses.
